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The 119th year of Ridley saw 171 graduate on Prize 
Day. Throughout the term it was a pleasure to join 
small groups of them at breakfast or lunch. Today's 
Ridleians are impressively easy company and it was 
always great to hear of the university placements 
achieved. Whilst Guidance must take huge credit for 
this, the combination of fine teaching and the over- 
all sense in realizing that nothing is achieved with- 
out soundly directed hard work, means that 
Ridleians move on to diverse universities all over 
Canada and the world. They take challenging 
appropriate degrees in places universally recognized 
for their excellence. So, this year, 19 go to the United 
States, while more than a dozen march onwards to 
the UK or the wider world. Meanwhile, across 
Canada 19% are going out of Ontario and all the 
major schools are well represented. Specifically, 20 
head off to the University of Toronto and a further 20 
to Western and its affiliated colleges. There are 13 
making their way to McGill, 12 to Guelph and a 
healthy sprinkling to Queen's, Dalhousie and the 
University of British Columbia. Truly it can be said 
that the benefits of a Ridley education are being car- 
ried forward on a wide scale proving that the vital 
importance of the academic base is profound. 


The Ridleian network is cosmopolitan in scope and, 
from our own quadrangle of "A Squad" everyone 
takes away something that belongs to our particular 
corner of Niagara. Ridley is a Canadian experience 
and education where the boarding ethos provides 
shared experience through residential life with a 
shifting global kaleidoscope of friends. Our next 
Board Retreat in December of 2008 will consider 
exactly what we have become as a school in terms of 
our composition so that we make a virtue of both 
our national base and its global meaning. Before 
that, however, combined with the Canadian 
Education Standards Institute, we are considering 
what part internationalism plays in today's educa- 
tional world. Pat Bassett, President of the National 
Association of Independent Schools will present a 
keynote address, "The Right-Brained School: 
Education in the 21st Century", on Thursday, 
October 30th at 6:30 p.m. This theme is given fur- 
ther coverage later in the magazine. 








Another area where Ridley made huge progress this 
year was in the Arts. It was all acknowledged in the 
Arts evening, an occasion which is striking for the 
evidence of outstanding art and design as well as 
acknowledging the triumphs of "You Can't Take It 
With You", "Grease" and this year's winning produc- 
tion "Liar". 


Music also showed an abundance of expertise. There 
was a huge Jazz Band with 50 Ridleians representing 
the school in the Canadian Independent Schools’ 
Music Festival in Toronto. Meanwhile, back in May 
individual performances demonstrated that there is 
much international diversity associated with this 
skill. The world wide appeal of music says so much 
about our particular culture. Outstandingly, during 
the past three years, the extraordinary vocal artistry 
of Karoshee Vijayasekere ‘08 has been front and cen- 
tre of the school's choral tradition. She was the 
soloist in the Spring Concert performance of Paul 
Halley and Paul Winter's "Earth Mass". With the 
composer accompanying and his son, Nick, on per- 
cussion, Ridley had the benefit of these consummate 
artists to inspire them. 


Music invigorates, calms and brings meaning to 
some of the deeper aspects of the soul. Whatever 
music it is will have particular subjective or even 
national understanding brought to bear upon it. This 
transports one to something much wider than the 
self-demonstrating life itself as being "an equal 
music". 


As each year passes, colleagues always feel a moment 
of being slightly choked when those people with 
whom they have had particularly close association 
cross the stage for the final time. With each passing 
year, another layer of history is added, so much so 
that it is more a case of saying to the generations of 
Ridleians, "Hasta Luego", "See you later", but also 
adding the much more hopeful "until we meet 
again", in our extraordinarily shrunken globe with its 
vastly increased communications.

RIDLEY COMMITS TO REDUCING ITS CARBON 
FOOTPRINT BY ALMOST 35% 


Ridley’s Director of Physical Plant, Julia Bertollo, has been working on 
developing the school’s Sustainable Energy Plan over the last year. To 
assist with the process, Ridley was lucky to be selected to participate 
in a pilot project launched by 360 Energy, an energy consulting firm, 
and sponsored by Enbridge Gas and Union Gas. This project helped 
institutions like Ridley put in place an assessment of energy efficiency 
and conservation opportunities in the school, and then to create a 
five year plan that made sense, both from an environmental and an 
economic perspective. 





Dipal Patel, Project Manager at 360 Energy said, “The participation of Ridley College shows that no mat- 
ter the size or complexity of your organization, energy savings through management practices can be 
achieved with an integrated approach. Ridley has demonstrated the benefits yielded through an energy 
team view with commitment from senior management.” 


“'The 360 Energy Assessment process offered a framework for energy saving initiatives. I was then able 
to integrate this information with our existing plans for maintaining and enhancing our buildings,” 
explained Julia Bertollo. 


“The next step will be to see if we can make this target even more ambitious,” suggested Cam Beneteau, 
Physical Plant Manager of Operations. “The current Energy Plan doesn't yet include energy savings we 


can achieve by changing behaviours, simple things like turning off the lights when we leave a room.” 


Working in partnership with the Green Tiger Committee, the Physical Plant Office plans on launching a 
full-fledged energy awareness campaign in the fall of 2008.

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MIDDLE SCHOOLERS TAKE FLIGHT!

The first official flight 
in the British Commonwealth took place on February 23, 
1909 in Nova Scotia and it had an important Ridley con- 
nection.

The pleasures and pressures of effective integra- 
tion of students from diverse backgrounds around 
the world remains a constant challenge. Making 
the most of cosmopolitan connectivity so that the 
globe becomes a better place is key to our success 
as a school. 


This issue is one which will be much discussed in 
a day at Ridley in the form of a Thought Leaders 
Forum where Heads from across the country will 
be part of a panel with Pat Bassett, President of 
NAIS, as the keynote speaker. Bassett will speak to 
the theme of "The Right Brained Future: Creating 
the 21st Century School". Thursday, October 30th, 
at 6:30 pm is the day to note in your calendars and 
anyone interested in hearing about these themes 
of blending national and international opportuni- 
ties is asked to book in online - look to the Ridley 
website for a link in the next few months. 


The open book of how we should educate each 
generation remains a fascinating conundrum. 
One certainty in today's world is that, as commu- 
nications shrink, we have a huge responsibility to 
create greater harmony, a better understanding 
and a sound cooperative spirit. We are educating 
our youth to make the globe a better place. 
Today's youngsters take it in their stride that dis- 
tance is dead. However, they do not always com- 
prehend the responsibility which accompanies 
this certainty. The web joins us together for better 
and sometimes for worse, but, used to good effect, 
it has infinite potential. 


Only by developing the ability to empathize with 
our myriad cultures can schools grasp the full 
requirement for us to fight for world peace 
through balanced integration. Being able to stand 
in another man's shoes might just give us a 
glimpse as to how he might view the world. 
Boarding life encapsulates this and learning how 
to integrate diversity is a blessing. "Inter alia" this 
does mean being prepared to work at a far wider 
range of linguistic comprehension than has been 
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understood hitherto. It is not enough to see 
English as the core language which everyone 
should speak. 


Our multicultural potential through educational 
development makes Canada a land of opportunity. 
Coming to grips with our cosmopolitan roots is 
something far wider than the vastness of Canada 
itself. People come to our schools for that quintes- 
sential experience which only we can offer; some- 
thing amorphous but everlasting. It can only be 
experienced "in situ"; those who aspire to create 
satellite schools around the globe would be 
unlikely to replicate the original. The ultimate 
experience can be achieved in a boarding environ- 
ment. The connection between boarding, a life 
without the confines of the end of each day is a 
feature of modern interconnectedness. Equally, 
preserving a national identity in the midst of all 
this internationalism is another exacting conun- 
drum requiring the ultimate of sensitivity. The 
subtle difference AMONG cosmopolitan leanings, 
simple acknowledgement of a sophisticated 
unprejudiced approach towards "all peoples" 
being "branches of a single family",! and the 
breadth of true international inclusivity need to be 
worked at all the time. 


The 21st century is plagued by endemic incidence 
of war, corruption and crime; we remain economi- 
cally divided between extremes of wealth and 
poverty, morally stretched by the shackles of hap- 
penstance and where each one of us set out on 
life's journey. Never has it been more important 
to comprehend the upside of the diversity. 
Recognizing that it strengthens us is critical to our 
survival as forward thinking challenging institu- 
tions. We need not compromise what we represent 
but we should pursue intelligent interaction. 
Central values in such an environment are vital 
but do not need to be restrictive barriers. 


This is hard work and not easy to interpret. All 
schools should guard against fashionable consen-

sus which could confine them to mediocrity. 
That way we can educate citizens of substance 
to bolster Canada's increasing self-assurance as 
a world leader. While emphasizing the best of 
Canadian roots, a cosmopolitan education gives 
flight to the belief that "Canada must at all 
times be aware that international connected- 
ness and co-operation are critical to our inter- 
ests".2 With Alumni and Alumnae proud of their 
heritage all around the world, schools acquire 
global connectivity which is dynamic. 


Around the world, teenagers of every creed and 
race are an endless beacon of hope. They are as 
inventive or hypocritical as they ever were but, 
much more positively, just as creative and tal- 
ented as at any stage. The challenge to stay in 
touch with youth has never been greater. The 
vast majority turn into hugely decent civilized 
individuals blessed with a tolerant modesty 
which will sustain them as they stride onto the 
wider stage of adult life. Whether they choose to 
stay within their original birthplace or step far 
further afield, they are imbued with the indeli- 
ble shadow of an international world where 
schools introduced and challenged them to be 
broadminded yet highly competent, confident 
individuals, capable of mixing anywhere.

EXCELLENCE IN GOVERNANCE 


“Regardless of size or mission, all charitable organizations, including independent schools, depend on 
the faith of key constituents, the support of donors, and the trust of the public. Nonprofits earn that 
confidence by ensuring Board and staff compliance with legal and ethical responsibilities, and in deliv- 
ering mission success. For trustees of independent schools, governance is about compliance and leader- 
ship, oversight and fund-raising and challenge and support.

Over the last few years much has been written on governance for public and private com- 
panies, not for profits and independent schools. Specifically, the corporate governance 
guidelines of the TSX, the Ontario Securities Commission and the Canadian Coalition for 
Good Governance, while focused on private sector companies, are becoming a benchmark 
for assessing governance best practices in other sectors. 


Within the independent school sector, The National Association for Independent Schools 
(NAIS), Conference for Independent Schools (CIS) and Canadian Educational Standards 
Institutes (CESI) have published articles, guidebooks and tools to increase awareness and 
standards for governance in the unique world of independent schools. 





At the same time as sectors are raising awareness of the importance of good governance 
practices, Directors have become much more aware of the liability and responsibilities « 
associated with their roles and have increasing expectations for their Boards to have rigor- 

ous governance practices in place. 


To ensure Ridley builds on its history of excellence in leadership, the Board under the 
chairmanship of John R. Anderson, established a Governance and Nominating Committee 
with a mandate to ensure that an overall governance system is in place to review and 
report on the Board's stewardship responsibility and the discharge of its obligations to the 
school. To that end, the Governance and Nominating Committee chaired by Georgina H. 
Black conducted a review of the governance model at Ridley College and submitted a 
report to the Board in May 2007. The Board accepted and has begun to implement the rec- 
ommendations which were based on the input from Governors, Past Chairs and the 
Headmaster, an understanding of leading practices on governance and a deep respect for 
our duty to safeguard the mission of the school.

Over the last year, the Board has reduced the number of Governors from 37 to 17 and restruc- 
tured the committees, from eight to five, to better align to strategic priorities for the school. In 
addition the by-law and committee terms of reference have been updated. The terms of office 
for Governors was confirmed at two-five year terms with a maximum of ten years of service 
allowing for extensions by exception only. The Board has committed to ensuring that the 
composition of Governors reflects the diversity of the Ridley community and that Governors 
continue to be recruited based on the following traits: 

e¢ Connection to the school 

e Willingness to support fundraising and student recruitment 

e Skills and experience relative to their role 

e Significant commitment to give appropriate time and financial support 

e¢ _ Reflect the diversity of the Ridley community 


The Board and school are currently reviewing the role, mandate and composition of the 
Advisory Committee with a view to establishing a new or rejuvenated body, such as a Senate, 
that is important and meaningful in serving the school's mission. 


The Headmaster, Chair and Governors believe that these changes have allowed the Board to 
effectively tackle important strategic issues and opportunities in a timely manner. This review 
of governance at Ridley is not an event but rather a demonstration of the school's ongoing 
commitment to excellence in leadership. There is a multi-year governance workplan in place 
to ensure the Board continues to fulfil its oversight obligations. 


With these changes in place, Ridley looks to a new and exciting the future.

Ms. Shelley Thomas' grade eleven Media Studies 
class has recently embarked on a worthwhile 
and ambitious project — Tiger Bytes: Ridley 
College For a Media Literate Canada. As stu- 
dents who have access to laptops on a daily 
basis, we recognize how privileged we are and 
we aim to connect with the many young people 
who cannot communicate with the rest of socie- 
ty because of deprived living conditions, pover- 
ty, cultural divides and other impediments. 


Thankfully, non-profit organizations such as 
Frontier College in Canada have already recog- 
nized this pressing issue and are opening the 
doors of literacy to people all over the country. 
With collaboration from One Laptop Per Child, 
an organization that sends laptop computers to 
developing countries, and a fundraising total of 
$30,000, we hope to purchase 100 machines and 
donate them to Frontier College. The laptops 
will be sent to aboriginal communities in north- 
ern Ontario and to urban centres where living 
conditions are poor and literacy is minimal. 


Fundraising has already begun through a variety 
of initiatives such as a school-wide Read-a- 
thon, an Internet-based donation forum, a 
Facebook group, a Faculty play, as well as com- 
munity service activities that involved Ridley 
members and the general public alike. Already,

$10,000.00 has been raised since kick starting 
fundraising in April.

OLPC concurred that children living in 
communities in Canada's far north experience 
challenges and obstacles similar to children in 
developing nations and consider Tiger Bytes a 
campaign worthy of support.

The XO lap- 
top is designed to be water, dust, and sand 
resilient, can be solar, manually, or electronically 
powered, and is durable enough that if dropped, 
will not break.

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THE RIDLEY EXCHANGE PROGRAM 


Perhaps you have heard of the gravest of sins of order- 
ing the wrong coffee at the wrong time of day in 
France or Italy and thereby incurring the wrath of a 
most indignant waiter. To experience it first hand is, at 
best, a cultural, culinary and perhaps even traditional 
occurrence that morphs into the surreal; at worst, it 
will be a flat out and crushing rejection like none other 
of your beverage order. Note bene: it is strongly rec- 
ommended to have one's sense of humour on stand- 
by! For those faint of heart, but still culturally curious, 
renowned New Yorker writer, Adam Gopnik, aptly 
describes this experience in his delightful book Paris 
to the Moon. The book recounts the adventure of liv- 
ing in a new country, with a new culture, a new lan- 
guage, new customs and habits, new traditions, and a 
new way of thinking. 


For years, Ridley College's International Student 
Exchange Program has been trying to create culturally 
interesting moments of a gentler nature for our stu- 
dents by sending them abroad and then hosting their 
exchange partners. With the solid support of Jonathan 
Leigh; Don Rickers, Director of Admission, and Marg 
Lech, Assistant Head, Student Affairs, the program has 
flourished. Each year, we now receive applications 
from approximately a dozen or more students and we 
still hope to increase the number of annual partici- 
pants. Of course, the success of this program lies in the 
hands of many: the Housemasters who welcome the 
visiting students as either day students or as boarders, 
the teachers who quickly bring them up to speed in 
their courses, the host families, and the wider Ridley 
community. Housemasters welcome the exchange 
student in either Term 1 or Term 3. For the former it is 
simply a matter of informing the student of the “ins 
and outs”, along with all the other students; for the lat- 
ter, Term 3, when the residence is running smoothly, 
when all students know the routines, and suddenly, a 
new student, not terribly proficient in English, arrives 
“September” rolls around again for the Housemaster! 
The teachers then have new students in their classes 
but the work that exchange students complete does 
not officially count at Ridley nor at their home school 
... but everyone is meeting deadlines! 


This past year alone, while our Ridleians were away 
learning new “tongues” (e.g., “Hola!/ G'day mate! / 
Guten Tag!) and staying up to date with assignments at 
their host schools, they have also been busy mastering 
surfing — as one of her school activities — Michaela 
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Eaton-Kent ‘09, in Cape Town, South Africa, whereas 
Paul van der Merwe ‘10 felt compelled to see South 
Africa from two perspectives: upside down and right 
side up: bungee jumping in the Eastern Cape and scal- 
ing Mount Kilimanjaro. Patrick Kuntz ‘10 has been vis- 
iting various European cities from his “home base” of 
Heidelberg and also studying German geography from 
a glider between his classes. Our Australian-based 
ambassadors - Julia Just ‘10, Nicola Nemy ‘10, Laura 
Pickard ‘10, Alisa DiFruscia ’10, Kelsey Peters ‘10, 
Eunice Lee ‘10, Cooper Rigg ‘10, and Dylan Kocsis ‘10, 
all gave up the dawning of a Canadian spring, the syn- 
chronicity of Cadets, Trinity Term in general, and June 
final examinations all for the opportunity to see the 
Sydney Opera House. One of them worked at a region- 
al agricultural fair in the wool pavilion (weighing and 
moving fleeces - an Aussie version of community serv- 
ice for Cooper Rigg!), another visited a bamboo farm 
and explored the Great Barrier Reef! 


In early May, Denise Pickard updated me on her 
daughter's - Laura — exchange “down under”. Overall, 
all was well, time was passing quickly, Laura loved her 
time in Sydney, was enjoying the company of new 
friends, and soon, that which seemed to take forever 
to arrive would quickly become a memory. However, it 
is what followed our conversation that is a wonderful 
example of why the exchange program is so vital for 
our students and what captivated me. In Laura's own 
words to her mother, the value, the spirit, the wonder 
of the exchange experience are all captured in this 
excerpt: 





’;.. we went to see the reptiles and I touched a few 
snakes and some blue tongue lizards and a porcupine 
and a parrot and then we had dinner. We went for our 
walk when we saw a massive guinea pig that we were 
able to pet. We also saw the biggest tortoise in the world 
and a bunch of cool animals. Then we went to bed. 
Everyone's tents had thousands of bugs but our tent 
only had a caterpillar so we lucked out! As we were 
going to bed we could hear the sounds of lions roaring 
and the stars were so clear! I had such a peaceful sleep. 
We got up at 6 am and went on a walk during which 
we saw rhinos, camels, giraffes, zebras, lions, tigers, 
kangaroos, chimps, and monkeys. It's like an open zoo 
so we were up close and personal with them! It was 
cool! Driving home we stopped at a farm and friends of 
theirs wanted help herding sheep, so Izzy and I went on 
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the back of the pick-up and were standing up and then we were 
herding the sheep. We got to go on the four wheelers and then drive 
them around and got on the streets and turn and everything and 
you had to change gears. And then we drove home and then today | 
we had a field trip where we went to a car safety seminar and got 
taught about driving rules and everything. So it's been good. How 
was your weekend?” 


In September, the campus will begin to breathe life anew and 
excitement will fill the air. Friendships will be renewed or made; 
football and field hockey seasons, among other sports, will start 
up; the boys' and girls’ camps will kickoff the year and we will 
also know it is the start of another academic year by the arrival of 
the South African and Australian exchange students. 


It is, of course, just as important to have the exchange partners 
attend Ridley for an academic term, as it is for the Ridley stu- 
dents to venture far a field. We very much, indeed, desire their 
perspective in our classrooms and their voices in our conversa- 
tions be it in the Great Hall or at home for dinner. As is the case 
with all international students, a different perspective is an 
important asset and a unique variable in the equation that is a 
Ridley education. As Alex Waller told us on December 4, 2007, 
in his Chapel speech, at the conclusion of his exchange and only 
days before he was due to start the long journey home to 
Johannesburg, South Africa, coming to Ridley College allowed him to 
go to school with the world. At his home school, Michaelhouse 
School, there simply is not the diversity of student body that he found 
here and Alex was amazed by the diverse nationalities and languages 
that were spoken by our student body. He also enjoyed the opportuni- 
ty to attend a school like Ridley College where he was free to move 
about without the watchful eye or the necessity of the security force 
that patrols his school. As he told us, the ability to leave campus with 
only having to sign out from one's residence, walk to Tim Horton's or the Ridley Plaza, without a security team 
patrolling the school campus 24-hours a day, was a luxury that he does not know at home. This is the very 
exchange that the program strives to nurture among the students, to open the experience of different lifestyles and 
different realities of life. Alex's compatriot, Tristan von Zahn, from Cape Town, also spoke to the Ridley students 
and urged them to cast aside any fears they might have about going on exchange because as he told me, being a 
student at Ridley College, as a boarder in Dean’s House, was well, “flippin' amazing”. 


So, when you stand back and look at the larger picture, I think it is fair to say that the Exchange Program is not 
really so interested in when it is appropriate for one to order cappuccino but rather why one says it is so, and from 
there the discussion and the education begins. 


PS. Do order the cappuccino while having that chat!

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INTERESTING ALUMNI 


John Bell '71, from Edmonton, AB was knighted in May in recognition of his research on the genetic 

causes of diseases. 
After his years at Ridley, John went back to Alberta and attended the pre-med program at the 
University of Alberta. Two years later he won a Rhodes scholarship and took his medical degree at 
Oxford in 1979. After three years of clinical postgraduate work in medicine in Oxford and London, 
Professor Bell went to Stanford University in California, arriving at a time when research into 
genetic causes of disease was in its infancy. 
Deeply interested in the problem of how to track the genetic variants that led to susceptibility to 
common diseases, John returned to Oxford in 1988. A few years later he approached Britian's 
Wellcome Trust - a $27 billion philanthropic medical research group for funding - the result is the 
Wellcome Trust Centre for Human Genetics. This research has currently identified 24 locations in 
the human genome associated with six of the studied diseases. “You can say that we placed a bet in 
1992, and in 2007 the horse came in. The payoff was bigger than anybody had even thought it 
could be! We now know 18 genetic determinants for adult diabetes, and 30 for Crohn's disease. 
None of these genetic factors would have been predicted by what we thought we knew about these 
diseases five years ago.” 
Sir John Bell holds dual Canadian and British citizenship and still visits the family cottage in the 
Rockies every year and is advisor to the Alberta Heritage Foundation for Medical Research. 


Charlie Fairbank '59 is a fourth generation oil producer at Canada's longest-operating commercial oil 
centre - in Oil Springs, Ontario. 
Oil Springs is 289 km from Toronto, near Sarnia. In a typical year, Oil Springs produces a yield of 
about 35,000 barrels of oil. Compared to the Alberta oil sands - which churn out nearly 1.13 million 
barrels every day, Charlie is not getting rich fast. From his kitchen window Charlie can see the field 
where 320 pumps yield the liquid gold. It is roughly the same amount his great-grandfather pulled 
in the 1860s. Back then, his great-grandfather was the biggest oil producer in Canada. At the same 
volume today, Charlie is one of the smallest. 
The technology used at Oil Springs in not much different than it was in the late 1800s. A “Jerker 
Line” allows one five-horsepower engine to pump oil from two wells simultaneously and Charlie 
still uses the original system all over his property. To control the grass from interfering with his 
lines, Charlie has turned to the environment and holds the distinction of likely being the only oil 
property on earth with a free-roaming herd of sheep. 
Historically, Oil Springs is significant - enough that a local contingent is putting the pieces in place 
to have it designated a UNESCO world heritage site. Charlie's great-grandfather would be proud! 





Scott Snowden '97 and his involvement in RISE (Riverdale Initiative for Solar Energy) have put him and 
his Toronto neighbourhood on the green grid. The plan to attract environmentally conscious 
homeowners interested in the bulk-purchase and installation of electricity-generating (photo-volta- 
ic) solar panels has attracted more than 200 people and resulted in the installation of 35 solar elec- 
tric systems. To further the cause, Scott helped form a new volunteer organization, Our Power, to 
help other communities start their own projects using the RISE model. 
“The response to our initiative has been absolutely unbelievable,” says Scott who runs his own web 
design business, “It's all been through word of mouth, grassroots action.” Projects have been started 
in other areas of Toronto, as well as Halton, Guelph and Kitchener-Waterloo. 
Our Power is now operating under the umbrella of the Toronto Renewable Energy Co-op (TREC) 
whose mission is to promote community-based clean energy projects.

As close personal friends of world renown 
sculptor Hugh Russel '68, they commissioned the work through Hugh who developed the model, executed 
the final work and in collaboration with Virginia Burt, landscape architect, and Walt Rickli, stone sculptor, 
produced a brilliant installation which has attracted and delighted visitors since. 


On May 8, 2008 a truck carrying Hank rolled onto the campus. While the truck drove past the Middle «& 
School it stopped and was immediately swarmed by students, christening Hank with the attention he will 
receive for years to come. 


Finally, on May 10th, just after the 101st Cadet Inspection, Hank was dedicated. Henry Burgoyne thanked 
all those involved in the conception and completion of the project and then proceeded to dedicate the 
sculpture to his good friend and Deputy Headmaster, Brian Iggulden. Only a handful of people were privy 
to this information, so it was a great surprise to all, most notably Brian. A fitting tribute to a great Ridleian.

Hainer Homestead 


Nobody can deny that the Western Hill has a 
unique history of its own within the larger St. 
Catharines context. One has to look no further 
than its street names, many of which have unique 
stories to tell. One case in point is the cluster of 
streets around Walkinshaw Park. These were 
mostly connected to the Hainer family whose 
large farm was located on the western side of the 
old Welland Canal (Twelve Mile Creek) and just to 
the west of today’s Burgoyne Bridge. Original doc- 
uments discovered recently in the Ridley Archives tell an interesting tale regarding Ridley’s surrounding 
lands. 

The original Hainer homestead stood at the top of Henrietta Street. Today’s St. Paul St. West was then a 
mud wagon road known as Hainer Street and the hill leading up from the canal was the despair of every 
teamster heading west from the downtown core. The farm property extended westward to Louth Street 
and north to include the acres now occupied by Ridley. The corner piece of land around the train station 
was either bought or expropriated by the Great Western Railway which first came through in 1853. 

The Hainer property, some 200 acres, originated with the Hon. Robert Hamilton (1753-1809), the entre- 
preneur and land speculator of Queenston. He acquired it as a Crown grant in 1796. In 1809, George € 
Hainer (1775-1814) United Empire Loyalist, purchased the property and farmed it until his death when it 
was willed to his eldest son John C. Hainer (1802-1837). In 1833 the property was conveyed to Jacob 
Hainer (1803-1880). At the time of his death, the land became the property of John Henry Hainer (1832- 

1897), Jacob’s eldest son. Jacob’s wife was Permilla. 

Jacob Hainer had five children. John Henry, born in 1832, who inherited the farm in 1880, Rebecca, 
born in 1837, Delos, born in 1839, Georgianna, born in 1842 and Henrietta, born in 1845. 

When John Henry died in 1897, Henrietta became the heir and she lived on the property until she died. 

The family was active at Christ Anglican 
Church where Henrietta was organist for 
many years. 

The Hainer barn originally stood 
behind the homestead on Hainer Street 
(St. Paul St. W) but was moved north in 
the early 1870s to sit on the site where 
Ridley’s Middle School now stands. 
Beside it was a house built in 1871 by 
Jacob Hainer for his son Delos. It sat 
approximately on the site of Ridley’s 
main gate at the foot of Henrietta Street. 

Delos died in 1885 and the home was 
occupied by Henrietta Hainer and her 
farmer brother John. The area between 
Ridley Road (then Westchester) and St. 
Paul Street West (then Hainer Street) was 
known as Hainer’s bush, a pine forest 
well known to Ridley students of the 
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early years. The Hainer cultivated land would 
have been today’s Ridley fields. The last person to 
live in the “House in the Bush” was Henrietta 
Hainer. 

The family had sold about seven acres to Ridley 
in 1890 to serve as the school’s main cricket field 
and a location for Ridley's first Lower School on 
the western side of the canal, built in 1899. 
Thanks to the generosity of Board President 
Thomas R. Merritt, the school bought a further 57 
acres in 1899 which became the site of the new 
Ridley when it moved west across Twelve Mile 
Creek after the great fire in 1903 at the original 
Springbank site on Yates Street. 

The Marcus Smith map of 1852 shows the 
extent of the Hainer lands. The Brosius map of 
1875 shows Permilla Street with a couple of 
dwellings, Henrietta Street with no houses, but 
Hainer Street well populated with dwellings as it 
was the main throughfare to the train station and 
to Hamilton. The Gardiner map of 1880 shows the 
street grid well laid out with a scattering of hous- 
es. The whole area would fill fairly rapidly after 
the High Level Bridge opened up the Western Hill 
area after 1915. Presumably, Jacob Hainer was in 
the process of selling off house lots in the 1870s 
when the city laid out the street right-of-ways. 

Rebecca Hainer (1837-1923), Henrietta’s sister, 
married Henry E Shickluna (1836-1908), the ship- 
builder’s son in 1863. Their first child was Victoria 
(1864-1939). Victoria married George R. Holmes 
(1858-1940), the son of the famous local carriage 
and sleigh maker Josiah Holmes. Georgianna 
Hainer (1842-1926?) Henrietta's other sister, mar- 
ried Kenneth Goodman in 1860. Their first son 
was Ambrose K. Goodman who became a promi- 
nent lawyer in Cayuga. 

Two other street names in the area have lesser 
Hainer connections. Dexter is perhaps named 
after Dexter Deverado, the registrar of Welland 
County and family friend. McDonald Street 
remains more of a mystery. It may be named after 
one of St. Catharines’ prominent lawyers Rolland 
McDonald who was active in property matters in 
the 1870s. 

Henrietta maintained her house until her death 
in 1930. The then oldest building on Ridley’s 
property was taken down early in 1931 and 
Ridley’s pillared main gate took its place in 1934.
